Chicago Italians Contribute

Blood Money Is Wrung by 


Threats; Abbatenaggio Con- 


tinues Revelations 


CHICAGO, March. 29.—Chicago Italians 


under threats of death have contributed 
1100,000 or more, it is believed Tor the 
defense of Lulgl" Arena and his brother 
Camorrlstg on trial in "Vlterbo, Italy, ac- 
cording1 to the Tribune. 
This information was grlven yesterday 
by a resident of "Little Italy," and part 
was verified by a reference to records 
of the police and of banks through -which 
the money has been sent to Italy. 


Coincident with 
the statement that 
blood money has been wrung- from the 
Italians of Chicago, It was learned that 
secret service 
men seek 
a.' supposed 
Chicago agent of the Camorra who lor 
three months 
collected money 
in the 
Italian colony. 


CONTINUES REVELATIONS. 


VTFBRBO, March 29. — Gena-rro Ab- 
batemaggio, 
the 
confessed Camorrlst, 


continued his revelations at today's ses- 
sion of the trial of himself and 35 as- 
sociates for the murder of Genarro Cuoc- 
colo and the latter's wife. 
Strictly speaking, Abbatemaggio's reve- 


lations'are nothing- more than sidelights 
In confirmation of his original story as 
told to the authorities and published be- 
fore the 
trial 
begun. 
In his formal 


.statement the Informer told how Caoccolo 
had been murdered because he had be- 
trayed other members of the Camorra and 
also because there was Jealousy of his 
Increasing power on the part of Enrico 
Alfano, the actual head of the body, and 
other leaders. Cuoccolo's wife was killed 
to conceal the first crime. 


DIVIDES BLOOD MONEY, 


/Asked about the $200 which had been 


paid to the assassi ns of the Cuoccolos, 
the informer replied that -Affano had di- 
vided the- money, giving $80 to the wit- 
ness and" distributing the 
remainder 


among the actual assassins. 


Ferdinando Dl Matteo, one of the as- 
sassins, protested against the giving of 
so large a share to Abbatemagglo, who 
had. not participated in the killings, but 
he was silenced with a wink from Alfano. 
Abbatemaggio saw the wink and under- 
stood Its meaning. His associates were 
aware that he knew many of their b=- 
creta and could betray them at any mo- 
ment. Accordingly no sum of money was 
too great to pay for his silence until the 
opportunity came to put him out of the 
way.

'S PLUCK 


SftVES LIFE 


The flash of a knife blade as it struck deep into the breast of 


Dr. A. E. Byron, son of a prominent family of Fresno county, 
threw into the public light an intrigue that has wrecked three house- 
holds, ruining- the li-fe of Miss Ethel Patrick, a young Oakland 
heiress, and bringing sorrow to the wife of Dr. Byron and her young 
child. The knife was in the hands of J. B. Patrick, an old resident 
of this city, who conducts a grocery store at S50 Fifty-fifth street, 
and who had sought his daughter in the apartments in the Alhambra 
Hote.l, where she is alleged to have been secreted by Dr. Byron. 


Following the attack made by Patrick upon the man who is al- 


leged to have wrecked the life of his daughter, the father walked 
to the police station and displaying the four-inch dagger clasp knife, 


himself up to the authorities with the laconic explanation: 


"Dr. Byron ruined my daughter; I have just stabbed and mur- 


dered him with this." 
In Precarious Condition 


Dr. Byron was taken to the Receiving Hospital and afterwards 


to the Providence Hospital, where he now lies in a precarious con* 
dition. He is under the care -of Dr. O. D. Hamlin, who declares 
that his condition is alarming. 


Patrick is being held in detinue and will not be charged by the 


police unless Dr. Byron dies, as the police are disinclined to invoke 
the law against the man who claims he was defending his daugh- 
ter's honor. Should Dr. Byron die he will be charged with murder, 
but unless a warrant is sworn to by the physician on his recovery 
no charge will be made against Patrick by the authorities. 


The stabbing of Dr. Byron at the Alhambra Hotel on 14th 


and Jefferson streets last night marked the culmination of trouble 
that had been brewing for two years. It brought to light an en- 
tanglement that had brought sorrow to the family of the girl, and 
which has proved a bitter tragedy to the wife of the physician. 
Father MaKes Appeal 


Before Patrick attacked the physician last night he had made 


many appeals to Dr. Byron, and had also gone to -Mrs. Byron at 
her home on Shatter avenue, bringing to the cognizance of the wife 
the alleged misdoings of her husband. Dr. Byron had admitted it 
to his wife, but refused to give up the girl who seems to have had 
aroused in him an infatuation almost as blind as that which she en- 
tertained for him. The father had also appealed several times in 
vain to the police for aid in breaking up the attachment between his 
daughter and the physician.

The only connec- 
tion between the presence of our troops on the Rio Grande^and the 
insurrection in Mexico is that the troops are being used to enforce the 
'laws of neutrality which is the reverse of aggression and invasion 
".The American army is trying to prevent aggression and invasion 
from this side of the frontier. 
Still the sensationalists of the press 


continue to see evidences of a sinister design on the part of the 
Washington admy'istration. 


These false and sensational reports excite hostility 
against 


-Americans in all the Latin American countries and create an un- 
favorable impression in Europe. 
The German press in particular 


'seize upon these reports with avidity and make them the text of 
criticisms of our foreign policy and our apparent desire for con- 
quest. 
Nor is the French press much behind in picturing Uncle 


:Sam as hungering to despoil his weaker neighbors. The British and 
'Canadian Tories arc citing them as evidence of our bad faith and 
as an argument against ratifying the reciprocity agreement with 
'Canada. They assert that reciprocity threatens the independence 
.of Canada and that the mobilization of our army in Texas is a prep- 
aration for the seizure of Mexico. 


All this because American journals persist in misrepresenting 


the intentions of President Taft and giving the lie to his professions 


Why do they do this? What is the motive that prompts the 


'sensational statements that the American army is getting in readi- 
"ness to march into Mexico? There is no reas.on why it should march 
into Mexico nor the slightest intent to order American troops across 
the frontier. But many American publications assert that the army 


'has been assembled at the instance of Wall street: that President 
.Taft is preparing to invade Mexico to gratify the predatory instincts 
of the socalled "big interests" of the United States. No less a per- 
,son than Senator La Follette has sounded this note. In his Weekly 
he bluntly charges that the mobilization is by order of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and that the President is lying to conceal a treacherous 
design prompted by the basest of motives. La Follette is a candi- 
date for the Presidency, and his object in coupling the President 
'with Morgan is to create prejudice against the administration and 
arouse suspicions regarding his integrity. Thus calumny is inspired 
by personal ambition. 


Morgan is cruising in the Mediterranean, and there is not a 


scintilla of evidence that he is specially interested in Mexican af- 
fairs. 
Many Americans have heavy financial interests in Mexico, 


.but none of those interested appears to be alarmed at the situation 
or desirous that the United States should intervene in the conflict 
across the border. 
The theory of intervention is a concoction of 


American press writers, .some of whom are merely desirous of feed- 
ing the popular appetite for sensation, while others are seeking to 
.discredit the administration and manufacture political capital. Un- 
fortunately the persistent promulgation of false rumors does more 
harm to American interests abroad than it does to the administra- 
tion at home. The attacks on the good faith of the President reflect 
on the honor of the American nation. Foreigners who do not un- 
derstand the situation are made to believe that our government is 
-meditating conquest and is preparing to make internecine conflict 
a pretext for extending dominion over Mexico. It is atrocious and 
a form of treason against the United States.

younsr. as soon as they appear, are put 
in separate small ponds and are fed with 
tinely chopped fish. 
They eat this during 


September and October, and late in Octo- 
ber burrow in the mud 
for the winter, 


coming out in April or May. 


Most of them are sold in the market 


when they are from 3 to 5 years old, at 
which time they are most delicate. 


The Island Empire also contains a 


'pearl oyster farm. In the Bay uf Argo 
thsro has been established a plantation 
rom which a rich harvest Is obtained- 
In May or June stones weighing from 


six to eight pounds are sunk'in shallow 
water, 
and in August the tiny uhtlui 


begin to appear

stones remain for two months, but, sinca 
the young oysters cannat stand cold, in 
Xovember all rocks in less than live feet 
of water are moved farther out. wherft 
the temperature Is more even. At tha 
encl of three years,, when the shells aro 
about two Inches across, they are taken 
from the water, nuclei for pearls ar« 
Inserted in them, and they are put bade 
again, thirty of them to every six rquara 
foet of bottom—Harper's Weekly.

NEW YORK WORLD. 


Roosevelt's Mack on Ihe Judiciary. 


'. 
It is a pity that Colonel Roosevelt could not 'have borne in 


mind what he said in the Greek Theater at Berkeley when he spoke 
at the Coliseum in San Francisco. At Berkeley he said: 


"I want to say that the newspaper or magazine writer who sus- 


tains the crook, most certainly shares the crook's guilt morally. In 
this connection I might say that there is a type of magazine not 
-.even fair to be characterized as muckraking. The type to which I 
"refer might be termed the 'Annanias Muckraker' type—the type 
where writer, editor and owner write and prepare and publish scan- 
dalous falsehoods on prominent public men for a purpose. 
No 


'Striped prisoner in a public penitentiary is more degrading- than such 
,3. dishonest writer. The largest evil follows the attack on the inno- 
.'cent, made in sonic cases to cloud the issue or shield candidates put' 
.'forward by their interests. I will say that if the honest man is fit 
;for public life, he will have to have a fairly"thick skin." 
; 
This applies with equal force to the public man. Colonel Roose- 


•velt. invented the term muckraker, but while condemning the muck- 
raker on the one hand he engages in muckraking himself. For the 
second time since he entered California on this visit he has made a 
wholesale attack on the judiciary of this State. 
He justifies the 


application of a principle that he admits to be bad on the. .ground 
that the courts of California are either too corrupt or too cowardly 
to do their duty: they are so bad, in his opinion, as to justify the ap- 
plication of a desperate and evil expedient as a remedy. 
But he 


neglects to show that the expedient of the recall is a remedy for the 
disease which he says infects our courts. In Arizona'he condemned 
applying the recall to judges, but in California he says the morals 
of the judiciary are so bad that the recall is justified. 


Are the courts of California so much worse, then, than the 


courts of Arizona? Is the wholesale charge Colonel Roosevelt has 
flung at the bench .of this State in any sense justified? Is not the 
charge a typical muckraking attack on a class of public officials who 
cannot defend themselves from an accusation so broad and general 
in character and so irtdennite and impersonal in its application? 


Californians have always shown a singular independence in 


electing their judges. This State is strongly Republican, but more 
than half the superior judges are Democrats. Some of the strong- 
est Republican counties in the State have Democratic judges, 
notably Contra Costa, Napa, Placer and San Bernardino. This fact 
is itself proof conclusive that neither partisanship nor ulterior influ- 
ence controls the selection of judges. 


While there are some inferior, men on the bench in California, 


we believe an impartial examination will convince any candid mind 
that the bench of this State, taken in its entirety^ compares favor- 
ably with the bench in any cother State of. the Union. We speak 
of the bench as a whole -because Colonel Roosevelt has made no 
exceptions; he has leveled his charge at both the higher arid lower 


courts, indicted the judiciary of the State in a body on a charge which 
by implication impeaches the bar and public opinion. This indict- 
ment is offered as a plea that what is bad in Arizona is good in 
California. 


However, Colonel Roosevelt offers a substitute for the recall 


as a purge for the benah. We quote from what he said at the Coli- 
seum : 


"Personally, when you have thus provided for the nomination of 


judges in the future, I should have preferred to see your Legisla- 
ture act in the matter of the recall of the judges by providing for the 
removaL-of any unfit jud-ge by a majority vote of each house, with- 
out trial, but on the assignment of reasons and without impeach- 
ment proceedings, and then instantly removing any judge who ought 
to be removed. This would have been my own preference." 
^ 


That is, the Colonel would allow the Legislature to remove 


judges without trial or hearing. By assigning any reason whether 
true or false a bare majority of both houses of the Legislature could 
remove any judge in the State, or all of them for that matter. Such 
a removal would place a stigma on the judge deprived of his office. 
It would be effected with giving the accused the opportunity to be 
be heard in his own behalf or of presenting proofs of his innocence. 
It would deprive judicial officers of the right guaranteed the mean- 
est criminal. It would place judges absolutely at the mercy of par- 
tisan majorities in the Legislature. 


In that respect Colonel Roosevelt's substitute is worse than 


the recall, for the recall does permit a judge to make a defense be- 
fore the people; it allows him to present his side to the electorate. 
Colonel Roosevelt would give the Legislature the power to con- 
demn and remove judges unheard. It is the most extraordinary pro- 
position ever offered in a country whose national constitution guar- 
antees every accused person the right of trial and*""the right to be 
heard in his own defense.

the st^ep San Juan hill, which was de- 
fended by a block house 'at tha top, from 
which the Spaniards poured down a vol- 
ley of fire upon our men.

kins; General TVIckotf, who commanded 
a part of this Infantry brigade, died on th< 
hill aa they advanced, and General Haw 
kins, if I remember correctly, died .-ilmos 
Immediately upon his return from Cuba.

In his 
introduction 
speech Governor 
.Johnson had many words of praise for 
the colonel, and prevailed upon him to ac- 
cept asraln the nacional leadership. Roose- 
velt replied by extolling Governor John- 
son am! tho members of the Legislature 
that had just adjourned. 
Colonel Roose- 
velt said: 


PRAISES LEGISLATURE. 


"I_ have not always been able to speak 
In praise of legislative bodies, but I hon- 
estly believe that to have been a member 
of the California Legislature of 1011 is 
to have won a place on the honor roll, of 
public sen/ice. I have been thirty :••'•:'i 
m active politics, but I do- not recall a 
single State Legislature that has done 
as much and as admirable work for the 
people as yours. 
"In Los Angeles -I spoke on the ques- 
tion of the judiciary, I wish to amplify 
a Uftlc what I then said. First and most 
important let me insist on what out:lit 
to be the obvious fact that no public 
servant should ever be judged by lump- 
ing him in with other public servants who 
occupy 
similar 
positions. Judge 
each 
public servant by his individual conduct 
In his position, not by his position. In 
return let the high-minded public ser- 
vant bo most carefully on his guard never 
to combine with the less high-minded 
public servants occupying- the same type 
of positions, never to identify 
himself 
with them without regard to their stand- 
ard of conduct; the upright judge who 
makes common cause with the judge who 
is a corporation tool is himself working 
for the degradation of the bench. 


NEED OF FEARLESS JUDICIARY. 
This is important as regards all our 
officials, but it is perhaps especially im- 
portnnt as regards the judges. A fine 
judiciary, upright, honest, fearless, with 
sympathetic Intelligence, is essential to 
success of a free community. We can 
gee such a judiciary only if, on the one 
hand, the people demand these Qualities 
in the judges, and if, on the other hand, 
the good 
Judge 
resolutely declines to 
make common cause with the bad judges. 
"From the highest to the lowest Insist' 
upon discriminating between public offi- 
cials alone; the lino of conduct, and not. 
along the line of official position. 


I champion and practice the right of 
criticism of the federal judiciary for tha 
very reason that it is the only alternative 
to adopting some other method of bring- 
ing the federal judiciary, whenever neces- 
sary, in closer touch with the people. I 
point out that during the more recent 
years the criciclsm In your own State of 
your own judiciary has had the 
effect 


of reducing the reversals of Judgments In 
criminal cases bv thehigher courts of the 
lower from nearly 50 percent to less than 
;0 per cent; and it it were not that re- 
cent decisions 
have 
included flagrant 
cases of service to the intereata there 
wtfuld be now no need of further popular 
action. 
"In most oC our States the people have 
abandoned 
the 
system 
of 
appointing 
judges and have adopted Instead the sys- 
tem of electing them for terms of varying 
longth. Personally, I think that to elect 
a judge for a very short term wihout a 
recall is more destructive of the judge's 
independence and' usefulness on the bench 
than to elect him for a long- term with
